In  14-6  Tilt 


LARAMIE  — Blocking  and 
tackling  with  resounding  tenac- 
ity, Brigham  Young’s  fighting 
gridders  nearly  wrecked  Wy- 
oming’s homecoming  as  the  Cats 
fought  the  victors  to  the  wire 
before  dropping  a tense  14-6 
battle. 

Some  8,763  homecoming  faith- 
ful sat  in  awe  of  the  BYU  elev- 
en which  rose  up  and  rocked 
the  surprised  Waddies  in 
hard-fought  struggle. 

The  Cats  chalked  up  17  first 
downs  and  316  yards  from  scrim- 
mage, but  were  hurt  by  three 
costly  fumbles,  one  of  which 
quelled  a drive  on  the  Wyoming 
two-yard  line. 

Phil  Oyler  and  Scott  Far- 
mer paced  the  Brigham  at- 
tack, as  both  backs  repeat- 
edly broke  through  the 
tough  ’Poke  forward  wall 
for  sizeable  gains. 

On  defense,  the  BYU  line 
played  Wyoming  to  a standoff, 
with  Cougar  tacklers  breaking 
through  time  and  again  to  break 
up  the  Brown  and  Yellow  single 
wing  offense.  Outstanding  were 
Tom  Verbanetz,  Fred  Leavitt, 
Roy  Bennion,  Jay  Weenig,  and 
Ray  Neel. 

Joe  Mastrogiovanni  was  the 
hero  for  the  Cowboys  as  he  toss- 
ed a 15-yard  scoring  pass  for 
one  tally  and  set  up  the  other 
with  two  more  accurate  aerials. 

The  Cats  staved  off  Wyom- 
ing for  most  of  the  first  half,  re- 
covering a Puncher  fumble  on 
the  BYU  one  to  stop  a certain 
TD,  and  marching  to  Wyoming’s 
10,  before  a fourth  down  pass 
went  awry. 

Wyoming  finally  put  together 
an  80-yard  drive,  sparked  by 
Mastro’s  passing,  and  scored  on 
a 6-yard  buck  by  Jim  Crawford, 
Mastro’s  place  kick  gave  the 
’Pokes  a 7-0  halftime  advantage 
late  in  the  second  period. 

BYU  threatened  in  the 
third  canto  as  Oyler  and 
Farmer  punctured  the  Wyo- 
ming line  for  three  first 
downs  to  the  winners’  eight. 
An  offside  penalty  set  the 
’Pokes  back  five  yards,  but 
Oyler  fumbled  into  the  end 
zone  to  snuff  out  the  drive. 
Dalton  Overstreet  fumbled  the 
ensuing  Cowboy  punt,  with  the 
opportunistic  victors  recovering 
on  the  BYU  15.  Two  plays  later 
Mastro  hit  John  Watts  in  the  end 
zone  with  a beautiful  pass  for 
the  second  tally.  Mastro  again 
converted  and  Wyoming  led,  14- 


0. 


After  quelling  a Wyoming 
drive  on  the  Cat  12,  the  Brig- 
hams marched  to  the  Puncher 
19,  before  Raynor  Pearce  lost  a 
pitchout,  with  the  Waddies  re- 
covering the  loose  ball  on  their 


Late  in  the  game,  Pearce 
vindicated  himself  by  inter- 
cepting one  of  Mastro’s  pas- 
ses on  the  Cowboy  27  and 
scooting  the  remaining  dis- 
tance for  the  Cats’  lone 
score.  Weenig's  conversion 
was  blocked. 

Three  Wyoming  players  were 
ejected  from  the  game,  as  was 
BYU’s  Tom  Phillips  for  personal 
foul  violations. 

A brisk  25-mile  per  hour  wind 
dropped  temperatures  to  33  de- 
grees, but  play  nonetheless  was 
interesting  with  both  teams 
staging  an  exhibition  of  old- 
fashioned  rough  football.

Pleasant  Surprise 
Brigham  Young’s  hitherto  crippled  and  down-trodden  band 
of  gridders  fooled  thre  experts  last  week  when  they  did  every- 
thing but  upset  Wyoming  as  the  ’Pokes  escaped  with  a 14-6  vic- 
tory. Only  three  Cat  fumbles  turned  the  tide  of  what  might  have 
been  a resounding  upset.  Two  bobbles  stopped  Cougar  drives 
and  another  set  up  Wyoming’s  second  touchdown. 

The  two  hundred  Brigham  Young  faithful  who  jour- 
neyed to  Laramie  were  not  disappointed  as  the  Cougars 
played  the  vaunted  Cowboys  off  their  feet.  The  BYU 
line  time  and  again  broke  up  Wyoming's  power  plays, 
and  the  blocking  was  a sight  to  behold.  If  the  Brighams 
block  and  tackle  against  their  four  remaining  foes  like 
they  did  against  the  Waddies,  the  Cats  could  upset  several 
opponents. 

Our  hats  are  off  to  a gallant  band  of  gridders  who  staged  a 
real  battle  in  one  of  the  roughest  games  ever  seen  in  this  area 
against  the  none-too-gentle  ’Pokes. 

Poor  Officiating 

As  unpleasant  as  this  task  is,  once  again  we  were  shocked 
by  the  poor  brand  of ‘officiating  at  Wyoming.  In  all  fairness  to 
the  Cowboys,  who  would  have  won  the  game  anyway,  several 
calls  against  the  Cougars  were  of  the  highly  questionable  variety. 
Others  which  should  have  been  called  against  Wyoming  were 
completely  overlooked. 

On  one  occasion,  BYU  end  Tom  Verbanetz  was  visi- 
' bly  slugged  in  front  of  an  official,  who  for  some  unex- 
plainable reason,  held  his  peace.  On  another  instance, 
two  Cat  linemen  executed  a beautiful  double-team  block 
only  to  have  the  play  called  back  for  a ridiculous  hold- 
ing penalty. 

Other  occasions  found  Wyoming’s  backs  moving  a full  count 
before  the  ball  was  centered — obvious  back-in-motlou  penalties, 
Also,  Raynor  Pearce  fumbled  on  Wyoming’s  28-yard  line, 
fell  on  his  own  bobble,  and  was  piled  on  by  two  Cowboy  players. 
For  some  unexplainable  reason,  the  ball  was  given  to  the  ’Pokes, 
killing  a Cougar  threat. 

A 15-yard  unsportsmanlike  penalty  was  called  on  the  Cats 
when  two  Brigham  backs  showed  an  official  the  spot  where  a 
’Poke  back  stepped  out  of  bounds  on  a pass  play. 

On  the  other  hand,  Wyoming’s  coaches  were  racing  out  on 
the  field  on  several  occasions;  this  is  in  conflict  with  tne  rules  and 
calls  for  a 15-yard  penalty,  for  unsportsmanlike  conduct.  No  pen- 
alty was  called  for  this  action. 

In  basketball,  the  Cats  were  victimized  at  Wyoming 
by  some  of  the  worst  officiating  this  writer  has  ever  wit- 
nessed. 


Harold  Bodon,  a German  stu- 
dent, has  formed  a soccer  team 
which  will  enter  the  Utah  Soc- 
cer-Football Association.
